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FOREWORD 


This T'jvo Volume Stuoy <m the lotnbs ^nd mursj paintings of Ch'Ing-ling, of which thi* volume 
contains (he pUtes, i$ the result of the two expeditions of 1935 and 1939 to the mausoleums of three suc¬ 
cessive eleventh century* emperors of the Liao D)'nasty situated at War-in-mangha in the vlcmfcy of Pai-t‘a- 
tau. Baling, Hastetn Mongolia. Volume I which is expected to he puhllslwd cariy in 1953 will contain tlic 
text- 

The expedition of 1935 was undertaken by Dr. Genji Kutoda and Dr. Takuichi Takeshima whose 
survey concentTated chlefiy on the East Mausoleum. Under Mr. Kikutam Satto’s direction Mr, Mansliichi 
Sakamoto and Mr, Asashiro Saegusa were in diarge of photogmphy. The tracing of the mural paintings 
was entrusted to Mr. Takeaki Kobayashi. About half of the ori^'nal ne^tives were destroyed by (ire as 
the result of air-raids on Tokyo. Consequently, some of the places here reproduced are based on printed 
copies, which entailed on the pan of the ^auKo Press great di^cuUics in the preparation nf ooUot^'pe and 
ccJotxr plates. 

The second expedition was made in 1939 by die present authors with a view to completing the photo¬ 
graphy as well as to fndctng an extensive archaeologicat survey. In this expedition the photo^phy of 
the sites and mural | paintings was earned out by Mr, Kikutaro Sarto and Mr. Manshklii Sakamoto, while 
Mr. Inosukc Takahashi was tesponaihle for the photography of the ardfects. 

The English captions were prepared by Prof. Shinobu Iwamuta of the Research Institute of Htunan- 
isric Sciences^ Kyoto Uniwsity, and t evised by Mr. Peter C. Swann of the Museum of Eastom Art, Oxford 
Univeimty, to both of whom the authors cake this opporrunTty of expressing thetr gratitude.
